COLOSSAL ARMAMENTS. 

The rocont Polieli rantirouvros, and 
thoac of the Russiuim iit, St. PetorHbiirj», 

■ikhavo been the chubq uf much diacuaaion 
M to the utility of keeping up vastttand- 
ing Mtniet sod oostly military ec^uip- 
lidenta. It is ttated that the oolleottvo 
aggregate of the army and navy estimates 
of Europe's five great poworu amounted 
loBt year to one hundred and fifty mil- 
lions of pounds. Ilusaia stood at tho 
head of tho list with forty-aovon millioiia 
charged to her orodit, Fcnnoo standinti; 
uoond with thirty-four. Qreat Britain 
oomea third with thirty- two millions, 
then Germany with an expenditure of 
twenty-three millions, and the Austrian 
empire foots up a total of fourtoon mil- 
lions. We will not ask what the five 
Itreat European powers might do with the 
Taat annual revenue which they now 
apend in this way, or what might be ef- 
fected by the prodigious maases of men 
in the prime of life who now follow the 
drum or handle tho marlin-apiko, were 
they to devote their energies t j useful 
and productive labour. One proKuant il- 
lustration may be adduced to ahnw whiit 
the cost of insurance against foreign at- 

Haokor domestic diaturbance means to 
the most fortunately situated, the wealth- 
iest and most civilizud continent in the 
world. The United States as a powerful 
and progressive community cannot bo 
Burpassod, and thuy boaat a population 
which will very soon bo double that of 
Oreat Britain and Ireland. Their luoky 
geographical position enables them, how- 
ever, to be aatiafiad with a atanding army 
which nevor exceods thirty thousand men 
and BoniutimeH falls oonsiiienibly short of 
that number. The navy, again, ia lucrj- 
ly nominal, and is farsurpauaed in i>truri;th 
tiy that of the pany republic of Chili 
The oonsequenoe is that within 
less than a quarter of a century 
they have been able to reduce their na- 
tional debt— tho offspring of their atupon- 
dons civil war — from over throe thuuaund 
millions in 18(i5 to less than thirtaen hun- 
dred millions in 188G. The annual 

' charge for tho American army and navy 
oombined amounts to about twelve mil- 
lioD pounds. Had it been possible for 
Great Britain to spend no more upon her 
fighting resources during the last forty 
years, and to devote twenty millions an- 
nually to reducing her national debt, it 
would have disappeared by this time. Aa 
matters now stand, the opening year of 
the twentieth century will probably ser 
the XTnited States free from any kind of 
national indebtedness. Take the opposite 
case of countries not reuiote from rivals. 
The nominal strength of tho Kuesian army 
is two million throe hundred thousand 
men on a war fooling, and {nearly eight 
hundred thousand on a peace footing. 
The effective strength of the French army 
is about five hundred and ten thousand 
soldiers; but in time of war, including all 
reserves, it mounts to a total of three 
million seven hundred and fifty thousand 
men. In 188-1 tlie German army, on a 
peace footing, consisted of four hundred 
and thirty thousand privates and nearly 
twenty thousand officers; while on a war 
footing tho total strength amounts to a 
million and a half of privates and thirty- 
six thousand oflicors, eicluaive of the 
Laudsturm. Finally, the Austro-Uuu- 
garian empire shows ~two hundred and 
seventy thousand men and seventeen 
thousand five hundred officers upon a 
peace footing, and can muster one million 
and fifty thousand privates and thirty-two 
thousand officors in tinio of war.

They have oft>!n 
been compuUud to rtturn homo with produce 
which they oould not dispose of except in 
"barter" for goods which they did not 
need. This is not creditable to a large 
and gruwinti town liki! N'iotur:.!, and ihu 
oitj Oviuncil have (lofoiii'iiic'J, ho far 
uH lioa in their power, to put .iii end to 
I tie licandal, providing central and o im- 
tortable quartera in a BL<iti\l>lu buildmg 
where producers may meet cotiaumora face 
to face and dispose of their goods fur i-ash. 
In a few days ratepaycra will bo called ou 
to record their votes "aye" or "do" on 
this bylaw. Wu oarncatly hope that 
the respon nil will bi' nn.uiirnoualy in tta 
favor,

Continuing along the right tho visitor is 
pleased to note tho many products of in- 
dustry carrieu ou in the iirovinco. The 
biltling oatablisbinei.t 1 and browors aro 
well represented, and near this exhibit ia 
a fine display of trunks and traveling aii- 
purtenances, also a creditable exhibit of 
Domestic sewing machines. Tho end of 
the building is handsomely arranged with 
two superb exhibits of photographic art 
denoting the perfection jlreudy attained 
by our local photographora, Mesars. Spen- 
cer & Hastings and Hall ^ Lowe. 

The manufacture of cigars is one of tho 
leading; industries of Victoria and is re- 
presented in nn attractive exhibit by j\Ir. 
J. Kurtz. The left of the building ia used 
for tho display of horticultural fruits and 
works of art adorn (he side wall. In thia 
department there are many raro exhibits 
and it ia a place where all may pause 
and admire with profit and delight. 
There are many styles of the gaily decorat- 
ed "crazy quilta, " a beautiful assortmont 
of Prang's cards painted on silk plush and 
satin, views of British Columbia scenery, 
samples of lithograph work and ongraving, 
a naso of birds made- triii' to lifi;by the tax- 
idermist, and hundreds of niinule ourion, 
thti handiwork of gt'iiiua atiil t.ilcnt. The 
display of fruit at ihis point is excecdiugly 
fine, and Bomo of th(< largo pears and apples 
will compare with any of tho fruit received 
here from the boat fruit producing preciucta 
of Californio. The butter exhibit ban novor 
been equalled in the province, there being 
nearly one thousand pounds of the golden 
dairy product displayed. It is pleasant to 
observe thu rapid advance of dairy pursuits 
hero, as it aigailiea prosperity in all ulhor 
branches of farming. 

Tho artificial floral work is something oi- 
quisito, ond to those who appreciate the 
delicate phases of this work, a perfect study 
18 afforded in a large wreath made from 
wool, also one deftly executed in wax. The 
artists' corner mnst not be overlooked, a» 
there are several little gems that do credit 
to our local talent. Tlio IniulsiMipe work 
is not on a par with iii.iiiy uf tli<' tluml toib- 
jeets, which portray rfjiil aniHtio lucril, and 
in ono inatauco the r<.']jroiiuotiou of uutiiral 
llowers is rfo realistio and tnio to naturo, 
that whoever Ibo arliHt iniiy be the work ia 
lapable of winning more than local 
praise. Then, loo, there ore 
Huuo pretty picturea in water 
ooluurs, that must add much to the sue- 
cess of thia branch of the exhibition. 
Around the contre of llit> upper llmr is 
orranged the Indies' liitiuliv.Mf k, ;uid to 
thoroughly cinpri^lieiid tin: iiitrici'li' de- 
signs of cmbrnidory , and every conceiv- 
able form uf tiijo needlework, it will be 
necessary to spend a considerablo time in 
these departments. Tli« diaplay of 
crochet work is unusually large and var- 
ied, and it would bo ditlicult to juiliei'jua- 
ly bestow a prize whore coniptjutiiiii has 
been «o spirited and the ruanliH so eiiailar 
in oU'ect. There aro aoveral haiulHiinio 
cushions both in embroidery and j.ntfili- 
work, and the excollont work on u tuble 
scarf and opera cloak ia iu).iiiiioii(ln,b!o. 
The delicately atmpcd (I jwern He.'iu to 
have boon iilucked freuli iroiii tlie garden, 
and the aemblanoo to iiiiture i.i almost 
perfect. In its entirety the building pro- 
senta a better appearance than at any pre- 
vious show, and the present exhibition is 
a credit not only to »ho tiioinbeta of the 
aaaociation but to Britisli Colniubia. The 
stuck show is largo, and thfro are more 
entrioH of blondod aiiinialu this year than 
on any occasion in iho past. The 
horaoa are unuaually fine this year, espe- 
cially aome thoroughbred' stallions.

THE OOVEBNinENT PUOITIISiE 
AID TO THE COLONIAL 

TWO Liberal Private Oomations. 

Toronto, Segit. 29. — Sir _ Oharlcs 
Tupper" addrewed aTnairgely ' iifclended 
meeting of exbibitora} at^ the ' Colonial 
und Indian exhibition in the City hall 
this afternoon. Sir Ohurles, after refer- 
ring to the unqualified Huccea^ of the 
exhibition, said Her Majesty had iuti- 
niatfid that she would infinitely prefer 
a national to R:p<ar8onal teHtimonial in 
.commemoraticin of her jubilee year, 
- and the most acceptable form thia could 
^'talfe would be a perpetuation of this 
great exhibition. Steps were then 
taken to carry out this moat dcHirtible 
project. The Executive comniisiiionerB 
of Indili^ftnl- .bbe:Ta,1rioua colonies pet 
and agree(J lo do'tHeir bee', to have' the 
scheme carried out. Sir Oharlea said 
that, looking to tlie vast advantages 
which would be derived by Canada 
from a permanent exhibition, bo felt 
it hia dutv to come out and discuss the 
WRttop with the Government at Ottawa, 
He was glad to say that the Govern- 
ment has authorized him to communi- 
cate through Sir Phillip OunlitTe Owen 
to the Prince of Wale.s that the Cov- 
eminent was ))repared to ask Parlia- 
ment to appropriate twenty thousand 
Ijounds Bteirling. -Sir George Stephen 
and Sir Donald A. Smith : had also 
agreed to give five thousand pounds 
sterling each. He had also waited up- 
on the Ontario (lovernment and tliey 
liad at once agreed to hand over the 
educational exhibit of the province for 
the purpose of the permanent exhibi- 
tion and had undertaken to co-operate 
in maintaining it iu a thoroughly eilioi- 
ent state. But all this would amouiil 
to nothing unleaa the e.chibitor.s agreed 
to support them, and 1"3, therefore ask- 
ed them to aid in every poiisiblo way 
to perpetuate the exhibition. A reso 
lution was passed by the meeting uon- 
cerniDg the suggestion made that ex- 
hibitors should aid in every way possi- 
. ble to maintain the exhibition as a per- 
manent institution. 

Hose from the Dead. 

Gbioaqo, Oct; 1.— The Evening 
Joarnal tb day publishes a case of re- 
markable resuscitation from supposed 
death ^of a young married woman 
named Frazer, tlje daughter of Mr. T. 
H. Stephens, who with his family came 
here from New York to live aorae 
three years ago. On July the 30th last 
Mrs. Frazer gave birth to a child, and 
in August, after several days-' illness, 
was pronounced dead by one of her at- 
tending physician.s. Dr. Mark H. Lock- 
eetein, who wis also attending Mrs. 
Frazer, says, "I did everything I could 
thing of to i^estore respiration, without 
effect. Ten minutes must have elapsed, 
though at that time I was not in a po- 
•lition to watch the passage of time. 
Then it suddenly struck mo that I 
would like to try a hypodermic injec- 
tion of the solution of nitro glycerine. 
I took up ten drops and let the corpse 
have, the full benefit of it. The first 
mihoito there was not a pulsation, but 
just a gasp — that was all I looked at 
my watch an^ there wore four such 
gasps (listribu'ied over the first GO sec- 
onds, but that is not life. In the sec- 
ond minute there were six respirations, 
and a slight heart pulse could bo heard, 
but no pulse could be felt. In the 
third miinato there were 18 respira- 
tions and the ])ulse became distinctly 
perceptible at the wrist. In the fourth 
minute it was ISO and upwarua, so 
that it could not be counted. Her face 
tlusbed, her eyes began to roll in their 
sockets, all the muscles relaxed from 
the extreme stiffness of death, nil the 
contraction of the limbs gradually re- 
taxed, speculation came back to her 
eyes and she became conscious. In my 
opinion, in all cases of shock or col- 
Lapao thia thing ought to be tried be- 
fore they are given over for lost. There 
is nothing peculiar or sensational about 
it at all. The only thing is, I have been 
the first person to try it. If ever I have 
saved a life, it is this one." 



The Sk-.ience of Drinkiiii;. 

Wahuington, Sept, 27. — Consul 
Tanner,:.of Ohemnitz, reports that the 
beer production of Germany in 1885 
was one billion, one hundred million 
j^allons, "enough to form n lake more 
than one mile sijuare and six niui a 
half feet deep," He says the consump- 
tion ol intoxicants in Germany per 
head is four times as great as in the 
United States, yet there are a thou- 
sand hopeless drunkards in the United 
States to ten in (ierniuny. The differ- 
ence arises largely, he says, if not en- 
tirely, from the manner of drinking in 
vogue in the two countries. "This sci- 
ence ef drinkioig," he writes, "consista 
simply in the tardiness of drinking. 
All drinks are taken siji by sip, a half 
or three-quarters of an hour being con- 
,sumed for a glass of beer. This is so 
simple that one is liable to ridicule for 
laying stress upon it, and yet on this 
one point hinges, in my opinion, a 
question of vast iniportauce. By thia 
manner of drinking the hlopd is arous- 
ed to greater activity in so 'gradual a 
manner that there is no '.violent der- 
angement of the animal economy. By 
slow drinking the German acconiplish- 
ea the object of drinking, and gives his 
animal economy a chance to say, 
"Hold, enough," which only .slow 
drinking will do." Mr. Tanner says 
that since his atrival in Germany he 
has his "first glass of water to see 
drunk."
